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AID Official Kidnapped and Slain by Uruguayan Terrorists 


Daniel A. Mitrione, 50, an AID 
Public Safety Adviser in Montevideo, 
was killed by Uruguayan terrorists 
on August 10. 

Mr. Mitrione’s body was found 
bound and gagged in a bloodstained, 
stolen car parked on a city street. He 
had been shot twice in the head. 

The AID official—a Foreign Ser- 
vice Reserve Officer who had been 
assigned to Montevideo in July 1969 
—had been kidnapped July 31 while 
driving to work. He suffered a chest 
wound at that time. 

As the News LETTER went to 
press, the terrorists were holding two 
other captives — Brazilian Consul 
Aloysio Mares Dias Gomide, 41, and 
Dr. Claude A. Fly, 65, an American 
soil expert who was working for the 
Government of Uruguay as an agri- 
cultural adviser. 

Mr. Mitrione, a former Police 
Chief of Richmond, Indiana, was in 
the U.S. Navy during World War II. 

After serving as Police Chief for 
five years he joined the International 
Cooperation Administration (ICA), 
a predecessor to AID, in 1960 and 
was assigned to Belo Horizonte, Bra- 
zil, as a Public Safety Adviser. 

He later served with AID as a 
Training Adviser in Rio de Janeiro. 
After an asssignment in Washington, 
he was sent to Montevideo in 1969. 

Mr. Mitrione’s wife was in Monte- 
video with four of their nine children 
when Mr. Mitrione was killed. The 
other five were in the United States. 


Secretary and Mrs. Rogers and 
AID Administrator Hannah were 
among scores who attended funeral 
services in Richmond on August 13. 

In Washington, six police officials 
from Uruguay who are attending the 
International Police Academy, AID, 
sponsored a Memorial Mass at St. 
Stephen’s Martyr Church on the day 
of the funeral. 


Mr. Mitrione 


President Nixon joined with Sec- 
retary Rogers and Dr. Hannah in ex- 
pressing sympathy and shock at the 
news of Mr. Mitrione’s slaying. 

The President said he deplored the 


murder, calling it a despicable act 
that will be condemned by men of 
decency and honor everywhere. 

“This callous murder emphasizes 
the essential inhumanity of the ter- 
rorists,” the President noted. 

Secretary Rogers said: 

“The friends and colleagues of Dan 
Mitrione in the Department of State 
and the Agency for International 
Development are as one in their sor- 
row at his tragic death while serving 
his country in Uruguay. 

“We earnestly hope that they may 
be fortified by the knowledge that his 
outstanding personal and professional 
qualities had won him the respect and 
admiration of his fellows. 

“Together with our grief at the loss 
of a devoted officer of the Govern- 
ment, we feel revulsion at the inhu- 
manity of his assassins. The spread 
of terrorism, which cloaks common 
crimes in political fanaticism, must 
meet with the repudiation of all men 
of decency and good will everywhere. 
The authors and supporters of such 
vicious acts merit the scorn and con- 
tempt of the entire world... .” 

Dr. Hannah said: 

“I join my colleagues in AID, and, 
indeed, reasonable and sensible men 
everywhere, in expressing my shock 
at the tragic death of Dan A. Mi- 
trione. The Agency has lost a fine 
and dedicated man who served his 
country well. Our most profound 
sympathies have been extended to 
Mrs. Mitrione and his family. . . .” 
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Following is the text of a statement on the United 
Nations by Secretary Rogers before the Subcommittee 
on International Organizations and Movements of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee on August 6: 


welcome this opportunity to appear before your 
I subcommittee to discuss the United Nations. As you 
have stated, Mr. Chairman, its 25th Anniversary is an 
occasion “to ascertain where the UN fits in the overall 
framework of U.S. foreign policy for the decade of the 
1970's.” We all know that U.S. participation in the 
UN must be grounded on policies that protect our 
national interest and that are convincing to the Congress 
and to the American public if they are to be successful. 

Last fall the President reaffirmed to the UN General 
Assembly our fundamental national interest in main- 
taining that “structure of international stability on which 
peace depends and which makes orderly progress pos- 
sible.” He urged the UN not only to pursue its efforts 
at peace-keeping but to concentrate as well on activities 
which contribute to peace building. For example he 
stressed protecting the environment, sharing the benefits 
of space technology, fostering economic development 
and population control, and securing the safety of inter- 
national air travel. 

As I have stated in previous Congressional appear- 
ances, this Administration will, to the extent feasible, 
look to multilateral institutions—and particularly to the 
UN—to deal with threats to security and to promote 
peaceful settlement of conflicts. 

Though considerably short of our hopes, the UN’s 
accomplishments in keeping the peace are substantial, 
i.e., by turning back aggression in Korea, by preventing 
and containing violence in Cyprus, the Congo, Kashmir 
and over many years in the Middle East. In addition, 
the UN has successfully fostered arms control agree- 
ments, raised living standards in developing areas, drafted 
rules of law to regulate the behavior of nations in outer 
space and the oceans, and facilitated the orderly process 
of decolonization. Certainly in implementing the pro- 
visions of the Charter with respect to economic develop- 
mentment, human rights and self-determination, there 
has been much more progress than might have been 
expected at the inception of the United Nations. 

Yet, with all of its achievements, the UN has fallen 
short of the world’s hopes and needs. It must be 
acknowledged that with respect to problems of war and 
peace, confidence in the UN has waned. Some of its 
difficulties are the aftermath of its early successes, par- 
ticularly in speeding the transition to independence for 
hundreds of millions of people in scores of new nations. 
Others are the result of unrealistic expectations that 
attended its creation. 
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“A TIME FOR STOCKTAKING” 


The Secretary Appraises Role of the United Nations 


This Anniversary year is a time for stocktaking and 
we are undertaking a candid appraisal of the UN’s 
strengths and shortcomings. Along with other nations, 
we are searching for measures to make the UN more 
responsive and effective. We are enlisting the talents 
and energies of leading citizens and experts in this 
exercise. The President on July 9 appointed a Com- 
mission for the Observance of the 25th Anniversary, 
under the Chairmanship of Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge. Broadly representative, its membership is drawn 
from across the nation and includes eight members of 
Congress, including the Chairman of this Committee. 
The first working meeting was held yesterday (August 5). 

The Executive Order establishing the Commission 
provides that it is to undertake a searching reappraisal 
of the potential of the UN to promote international peace 
and stability in conditions of justice and progress, to 
consider measures to improve the effectiveness of the UN 
and of U.S. participation therein, and to recommend new 
proposals to assist the President in his determination 
of U.S. policy toward the UN. 

Mr. Chairman, without anticipating the recommenda- 
tions the Commission may make, I should like to indi- 
cate very broadly four key areas in which we believe 
that steps could be taken to make the UN a more 
effective instrument to meet changing world needs. 

First, there is a clear need to strengthen the UN’s 
capacity to deal with political crises, to take emergency 
peacekeeping action and to promote the peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes. 


he UN is not yet able to undertake peacekeeping 

operations in a systematic way, nor to finance them 
properly. The financial picture in particular is disturb- 
ing, in that no agreement has been reached on over- 
coming the UN deficit caused by the refusal of the 
Soviets and French to pay certain peacekeeping expenses 
in the early 1960’s. We believe that very effort must 
be made to wipe out this deficit and we are pleased that 
the Secretary General has initiated discussions to that end. 

Clearly there are limits to what can be expected of 
the UN in the field of peacekeeping, but we believe the 
time is ripe for a new effort to arrive at a more reliable 
understanding on ground rules and procedures for the 
conduct of peacekeeping operations. We have been 
discussing this matter directly with the Soviet Union 
and in a special UN committee. We are searching for 
an understanding whereby, without prejudice to the 
General Assembly’s residual authority, the Security 
Council would authorize and define the mandate of 
peacekeeping operations and the Secretary General would 
implement the mandate in consultation with member 
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governments most concerned. One question at issue is 
the degree of flexibility to be left to the Secretary 
General to adapt operations to the circumstances of 
each case. We have stressed the need for flexibility in 
this regard since we do not think it practical to subject 
all operational decisions to the risk of a veto. I can 
report that our discussions with the Soviet Union on 
this subject have been businesslike and that they are 
continuing. 

We believe that an agreement along these lines is the 
key to other steps needed to improve advance arrange- 
ments for making available observers, military contin- 
gents and logistical support when needed. Various 
proposals for standby forces and for more reliable 
financing have been advanced at your hearings, and in 
recent studies. We are studying these carefully and will 
look for opportunities to make progress on them. 

We are also concerned with the peaceful settlement 
of disputes. This includes enhancing the capacity of the 
UN for alleviating tension, for conciliation, and for early 
warning of impending conflict. We are therefore making 
a special effort to revitalize provisions of the Charter 
relating to timely action by the General Assembly and 
the Security Council in recommending methods of adjust- 
ment of international disputes, and for engaging the 
Secretary General in their early stages. 

The involvement of the United Nations in the Arab- 
Israeli dispute illustrates both the Organization’s strengths 
and weaknesses in keeping the peace and promoting the 
peaceful settlement of disputes. We are encouraged by 
recent developments as a result of our recent initiative 
on the Middle East. 

The second area is in finding ways to strengthen the 
International Court of Justice. The Court did not have 
a single case on its docket until a week ago, and a 
revival of the Court’s functions is long overdue. As I 
noted in an address to the American Society of Inter- 
national Law last April, there are numerous ways in 
which the role of the Court might be enhanced. Among 
these are: greater use of Chambers of the Court, meetings 
of the Chambers outside The Hague; establishing regional 
Chambers, particularly in the developing world; and 
giving regional organizations access to the Court. 


W: are engaged in consultations with a number of 
governments to find a basis for appropriate action at 
the coming General Assembly on the role of the Court. 
The major problem, of course, is the failure of states 
to submit disputes to the Court. For our part we are 
examining various disputes to which we are a party to 
determine whether the Court might be brought into play. 
In this connection we were pleased to join in support 
of a Security Council resolution on July 29 requesting 
an advisory opinion from the Court on the legal conse- 
quences for states of the continued presence of South 
Africa in South West Africa. 

The third area we are examining is how the United 
Nations system can improve its performance as an 
operating institution. Raising the performance level 
means attention to budgetary and financial problems and 
to parliamentary and administrative procedures. Along 
with many of the larger contributors to the UN budget, 
we have become increasingly concerned about rising 
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costs and about the need to insure adequate account- 
ability on the part of the UN and Specialized Agencies 
for the uses made of our contributions. 

It is clear that the UN must organize itself to assure 
better coordination of priorities, better budget planning, 
and in general a more efficient use of resources. The 
need to improve the Organization’s effectiveness under- 
lies this Administration’s request for a contribution of 
$20 million toward the cost of expanding UN head- 
quarters in New York. This will prevent a further frag- 
mentation of central headquarters, which could lead to 
lower efficiency and increased operating costs. I strongly 
hope that the necessary authorization and appropriation 
can be voted by the Congress before the opening of 
the General Assembly on September 15. 

As many of the witnesses before this Committee have 
stressed, basic structural changes in the UN Charter 
probably are not feasible at this time. Yet certain pro- 
cedural reforms could help expedite UN action. Selecting 
members for the main councils with more attention to 
their ability to contribute to constructive action as the 
Charter requires, streamlining parliamentary procedures, 
and avoiding emotional excesses and impractical recom- 
mendations are among the steps required for better 
performance. 


r particular, the UN system will have to adopt certain 
institutional reforms to put it in a position to handle 
larger resources for economic development programs in 
an efficient manner. A recent study by Sir Robert Jack- 
son of Australia underscored what needs to be done to 
improve the managerial capacity of the UN Development 
Program. It stressed the need to accord more authority 
and to provide better management tools to the UNDP 
so that it can serve as the overall coordinator of the 
entire UN system’s effort in economic development and 
provide direction to the efforts of the various specialized 
agencies that operate in this field. We have strongly 
supported these reforms and I am pleased to report that 
good progress has been made in achieving a wide con- 
sensus among member governments in support of those 
reforms we consider essential. We shall now watch 
carefully to see that they are implemented promptly by 
the Administrator of the UN Development Program 
and the agencies concerned. 

The fourth area we are examining is the possibility 
of greater use of the UN system for technological coop- 
eration aimed at the orderly development of resources 
and the widest dissemination of the benefits of new tech- 
nology. For the near future a principal value of the 
UN may well be its ability to draft rules and provide a 
mechanism for facilitating international cooperation in 
dealing with new technology. We want to strengthen its 
capacities in this field, with urgent priority to the inter- 
national task of protecting man’s environment, to the 
dangers of excessive population growth and to the need 
to halt the epidemic of abuse of dangerous drugs. 

With respect to the seabeds we have taken a major 
initiative and are pressing for early action. On May 23, 
1970, the President called for a treaty under which 
nations would renounce all national claims over the 
natural resources of the seabed beyond the point where 
the high seas reach a depth of 200 meters and would 





agree to regard these resources as the common heritage 
of mankind. Under this proposal an international regime 
would provide for the collection of substantial mineral 
royalties to be used for international community pur- 
poses, particularly economic assistance to developing 
countries. On August 3 the United States submitted as 
a working paper for discussion a draft United Nations 
Convention on the International Seabed Area. 


The problem of safeguarding the environment is of 
paramount international concern and, at our initiative, 
it is now under consideration in numerous international 
forums, including NATO, the OECD and the Economic 
Commission for Europe. As you are aware, intensive 
preparations are being made in the UN for a conference 
in Stockholm in 1972 which, for the first time, will focus 
attention on environmental problems on a global scale. 
We are cooperating with many government agencies and 
private institutions in these preparations. We are also 
working in the UN, and by other means, to carry out 
the President’s pledge to share with other nations the 
benefits from our exploration of outer space. 


hese, Mr. Chairman, are the four areas in which we 

have been working to enhance the UN’s effectiveness. 
In mentioning them I do not mean to minimize other 
tasks. We shall continue to support realistic and con- 
structive UN efforts to facilitate peaceful decolonization 
and self-determination. Our recent actions in support of 
UN goals with regard to the questions of Southern 
Africa are proof of our continuing opposition to policies 
of apartheid and the denial of the right of self-determi- 


nation in that part of Africa. In the area of human 
rights, we shall press for the early establishment of the 
Office of a UN Commissioner for Human Rights. Finally, 
as you know, the Administration has requested the 
Senate to give its advice and consent to ratification of 
the Genocide Convention. 

We are acting on this broad range of issues because 
of our conviction that the UN is not only a diplomatic 
forum for harmonizing the actions of nations, vital as 
that is. It is also an action agency with important assign- 
ments for the 1970’s. 

The UN has developed in many ways little foreseen 
by its founders. It’s purposes remain as stated in the 
Charter, but its operations have changed and greatly 
expanded. Horizons are both more limited—as a result 
of present constraints on the UN’s ability to take collec- 
tive action for peace—and wider, as development needs 
and the new technology put an even higher premium on 
international cooperation. 

We must be alert to recognize the interrelationship 
between international peace and security and these new 
areas of international concern and cooperation. Indi- 
vidual steps in both fields—dealing with the whole com- 
plex of conditions that generate national and international 
tension and dissatisfaction—are the components out of 
which we must try to build security in the future. 

Finally, there are those who say that the UN is 
experiencing a lack of confidence. That may be but 
there is no question of its relevance to us and to the 
world of today and tomorrow. The only realistic choice 
we have then is to make it more effective; to renew its 
confidence; to help it gain greater public support. 


Lodge Heads President’s Commission for UN Anniversary 


The President has established by 
executive order the President’s Com- 
mission for the Observance of the 
Twenty-Fifth Anniversary of the 
United Nations. The President ap- 
pointed Henry Cabot Lodge as 
Chairman and Frederick Ehrman as 
Vice-Chairman. Forty-three other 
distinguished Americans, including 
members of the House and Senate, 
have been appointed to the Com- 
mission. 

The President created the Commis- 
sion in response to a resolution of the 
United Nations General Assembly 
inviting all Member States of the 
UN to take note of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary and to formulate such 
plans and programs as seem to them 
appropriate for promoting the United 
Nations’ objectives. 

The Commission is charged, in 
consultation with the Secretary of 
State, with identifying those matters 
of overriding importance to the effec- 
tiveness of the United Nations and 
of the United States participation in 
that organization. The Commission 
is expected to suggest new initiatives 
which would be appropriate during 
the anniversary year and to prepare 
recommendations for the President on

TO PROTECT SEABEDS 





U.S. Proposes Bold Departure in the Law of the Sea 


Following is the text of the statement by Ambassador 
Christopher H. Phillips, U.S. Representative on the 
United Nations Seabeds Committee, who submitted a 
draft “United Nations Convention on the International 
Seabed Area” to the Committee in Geneva on August 3. 

Ambassador Phillips pointed out that the United States 
hopes that the Draft Convention will make a significant 
contribution to the modernization of the international 
law of the sea, that it will serve the interests and needs 
of all mankind, and that it will ensure rational and sen- 
sible use of the marine environment for the future. 


I am very happy to address the Seabeds Committee 
today in Geneva, because I am optimistic that the Sea- 
beds Committee will be able not only to complete 
successfully the immediate tasks before it, but that it 
will make substantial progress toward the fulfillment of 
the broad responsibilities entrusted to it by the General 
Assembly. 

Last June in New York, and just this past week in 
Geneva, an Informal Drafting Group met in order to 
reach a consensus on draft principles regarding the sea- 
bed beyond the limits of national jurisdiction. Provisional 
agreement has already been reached on certain principles. 
Furthermore, it appears that we are on the road to 
reaching agreement at this session on a complete and 
balanced statement of principles to be submitted to 
the General Assembly, in accordance with its instruc- 
tions, for consideration and hopefully adoption at its 
25th anniversary session. 

In addition, the Committee has made progress over 
the last two years in the consideration of alternative 
forms of regime and machinery. It is our hope that the 
Committee can begin to narrow and refine the choices 
available. In this spirit, it is our view that the time for 
detailed and comprehensive proposals has arrived. 

Mr. Chairman, you will recall that President Nixon 
promised on May 23, 1970, that the United States would 
introduce at this session of the United Nations Seabeds 
Committee specific proposals elaborating on the contents 
of his May 23 statement. It is a great honor for me to 
submit today to this Committee, for distribution and 
discussion as a working paper, a Draft United Nations 
Convention on the International Seabed Area. The 
United States Government hopes that this Draft Con- 
vention will make a significant contribution to the mod- 
ernization of the international law of the sea, that it 
will serve the interests and needs of all mankind, and 
that it will promote rational and sensible use of the 
marine environment for the future. 

We realize that this Draft Convention represents an 
essentially new and bold departure in the law of the 
sea; this was intended. 

We realize that the Draft Convention for the first 
time will place the exploitation of resources of great 
potential value under continuing and comprehensive 
international regulation; this was intended. 

We realize that this Draft Convention would, for the 
first time in the history of mankind, assure that benefits 
from the exploitation of resources will be equitably 


divided, regardless of the advantages of technology or 
geography enjoyed by any State; this too was intended. 

This Draft convention was prepared after a pains- 
taking examination of relevant national and interna- 
tional interests, with particular reference to the work 
of the Committee. Virtually all of the Convention, both 
in concept and in detail, is based upon various reports 
of the Secretary-General and the reports and discussions 
of the Committee and its Subcommittees. 

We realize that we cannot alone judge whether these 
efforts have been successful. The Draft Convention 
deals with many questions which should receive further 
detailed examination by the Committee and its Sub- 
committees. We recognize that this Draft Convention 
is a further step in a negotiating process; it is our hope 
that the other members of the Committee will find it a 
significant step which enhances the prospects for agree- 
ment on principles, an international regime and inter- 
national machinery. It is also our hope that at this 
session, and particularly at future sessions, after ample 
opportunity for reflection, the Committee will undertake 
the task of improving the Draft Convention in order 
that it may ultimately represent, not the work of one 
delegation, but of all. 

The Draft Convention speaks for itself. However, I 
would like to highlight some of its provisions: 

—It provides that the International Seabed Area shall 
be the common heritage of all mankind. This area would 
begin at the 200-meter isobath. 

—It provides that no state has, nor may it acquire, 
any right, title, or interest in the International Seabed 
Area or its resources except as provided in the Draft 
Convention. It is this provision which gives effect to 
President Nixon’s call for a treaty renouncing national 
claims beyond 200 meters, with the new Draft Conven- 
tion replacing the Continental Shelf Convention beyond 
this limit. 

—It would assure that the International Seabed Area 
will be open to use by all States and reserve it exclu- 
sively for peaceful purposes. 

—It would guarantee that revenues will be devoted to 
the economic advancement of developing countries and 
provide for some of these revenues to be used in the 
promotion of international knowledge and technological 
capability concerning the safe and efficient use of the 
marine environment. 

—It would assure accommodation of the different 
uses of the marine environment. 

—It would assure that all activities will be conducted 
with strict and adequate safeguards for the protection 
of human life and safety and the marine environment. 
A large number of the regulatory provisions of the 
Convention are designed to prevent pollution; for ex- 
ample, all deep drilling requires either a license or a 
special international permit. 

—It provides uniform rules of both a general and 
detailed character concerning exploration and exploita- 
tion of all seabed resources beyond the 200-meter 
boundary. 

Many of the general rules are contained in the main 
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section of the Draft Convention, and the specific rules 
are contained in appendices which form an integral part 
of it. These rules are designed to ensure that on the 
one hand maximum revenues for international commu- 
nity purposes will be derived from exploitation of marine 
resources and, on the other hand, to ensure a favorable 
climate for investment. 

—It would provide for a coastal State Trusteeship 
in the area beyond the 200-meter boundary embracing 
the continental margins. While we have not indicated a 
precise seaward limit for the area of the coastal State 
Trusteeship responsibilities, we believe it should be 
fixed taking into consideration, among other factors, 
ease of determination, the need to avoid dual admin- 
istration over single resource deposits, and the avoidance 
of including excessively large areas in the International 
Trusteeship Area. The Draft Convention proposes to 
use a gradient formula as a means for determining this 
boundary. 

—It would establish the rights and responsibilities of 
the Trustee State. These include assuring compliance 
with the rules of the Draft Convention as well as the 
applicable rules of the International Seabed Resource 
Authority, and guaranteeing the Trustee full discretion 
to decide whether, how, and to whom licenses should be 
issued for exploration and exploitation. It would allow 
the Trustee Party to keep a portion of the required 
payments and any others it imposes on exploration and 
exploitation. A figure between one-third and one-half 
is suggested. The discretion of the Trustee to decide 
who may explore and exploit seabed resources in the 
International Trusteeship Area is the only exception to 
the requirement of the Draft Convention that the entire 
area beyond 200 meters be open to use by all States 
on a non-discriminatory basis. 

—Over half of the Articles of the Draft Convention 
are devoted to the powers and duties of a new interna- 
tional organization called the International Seabed Re- 
source Authority. 

—tThe International Seabed Resource Authority would 
have several important functions. They include com- 
prehensive rule-making authority beyond the 200-meter 
boundary; functional responsibilities including inspection 
of all licensed activities in the same area; licensing 
responsibilities beyond the Trusteeship Area; adjudica- 
tion of all disputes arising under the Draft Convention, 
with special procedures for approving the delimitation 


of all boundaries required by the Draft Convention. 

—The principal organs of the International Seabed 
Resource Authority would be an Assembly composed 
of all Contracting Parties, a balanced Council composed 
of 24 Contracting Parties, and an independent Tribunal. 
Three Commissions have been included to deal with 
rule-making, operations such as licensing, and boundaries. 

—tThe International Seabed Resource Authority would 
have the responsibility for promulgating its rules in the 
form of Annexes to the Convention. The Annex-making 
procedure will ensure flexibility and ease of rule-making 
in order to assist the Authority in adapting to developing 
technology. 

Since there would be a renunciation of existing rights 
when the Convention enters into force, rather than at 
present, the Draft Convention provides for due protection 
of the integrity of investments made prior to that time. 
In addition to protecting the integrity of investments, 
the transition clauses have been designed to avoid either 
discouraging exploration and exploitation or encouraging 
a speculative race for concessions and, at the same time, 
to assure that the international community will be pro- 
tected if interim licenses are issued under terms and 
conditions not in accordance with the provisions of the 
ultimate Convention. 

Mr. Chairman, I referred at the opening of my 
remarks to the progress being made on principles and 
on regime and machinery. Our introduction of the Draft 
Convention at the beginning of this session is intended 
to help the process of reaching agreement on principles 
at this session and to contribute to the planned discussion 
of regime-and machinery at this session. In our future 
discussion of the various items on the agenda for this 
session, it is our intention to draw upon and elaborate 
on the provisions of the Draft Convention we have 
submitted today. For example, the Draft Convention 
contains basic principles which reflect the work of this 
Committee on a Declaration of Principles, and of course 
shows how the Declaration might be applied. The prin- 
ciples in the Draft Convention are not, however, intended 
as a substitute for the principles being developed for the 
Declaration. 

In summary, Mr. Chairman, it is our hope that you 
and the members of the Committee will find the sub- 
mission of this Draft Convention elaborating on Presi- 
dent Nixon’s proposals a timely and useful contribution 
to the present and future work of the Committee. 


| Moon Rock Presented to UN on Apollo 11 Anniversary | 


The United States presented a 
quarter-pound moon rock to the 
United Nations on July 20, the first 
anniversary of the landing of Apollo 
11 on the moon. 

The presentation was made to 
Secretary General U Thant at an 
informal ceremony in the Secretary 
General’s offices at United Nations 
headquarters. 

Dr. Thomas Paine, Administrator 
of the National Aeronautics, and 
Space Administration (NASA) and 
the crew of the Apollo 11 made the 
presentation. Members of the United 
Nations Security Council and the 
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Committee on the Peaceful Uses of 
Outer Space were invited to attend. 

Of the Apollo crew of Armstrong, 
Collins, and Aldrin, only Edwin E. 
Aldrin, Jr., who was lunar module 
pilot, remains on flight duty at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center in Hous- 
ton. Neil A. Armstrong, Apollo 
commander, has ‘eft flight status to 
become Deputy Associate Adminis- 
trator, Aeronautics, at NASA. Mi- 
chael Collins, who was pilot of the 
commang module, is now Assistant 
Secretary of State for Public Affairs. 

In addition to the lunar rock, Dr. 
Paine and the astronauts presented a 


small United Nations flag to the 
Secretary General. The flag was car- 
ried to the moon and back by the 
crew of Apollo 11. 


FSIO Appointed to Assist

Harold Russell, Chairman of the 
President’s Committee on Employ- 
ment of the Handicapped, recently 
announced the appointment of Mason 
C. Dobson, a Foreign Service In- 
formation Officer of the U.S. Infor- 
mation Agency, as Foreign Affairs 
Assistant to the Committee. 
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Task Force Chairmen Meet With Foreign Service Board 


Chairmen of the 13 Task Forces 
on management and personnel pro- 
cedures discussed the proposals of 
the Task Forces with members of the 
Board of the Foreign Service on 
July 30 (see photos, above, below). 

The Board, which was established 
by Presidential Executive Order in 
December, 1965, is charged with ad- 
vising the Secretary on policies relat- 
ing to the functions, selection, assign- 
ment, rating, and promotion of pro- 
fessional foreign affairs officers and 
the general personnel management of 
the foreign affairs establishment.

Secretary Rogers has stated that the 
Department relies heavily on the ad- 
vice of the Board in the field of per- 
sonnel policy and that he is looking 
to the Board to play an active role 
in the implementation of the Task 
Force proposals. 

Board members posed numerous 
questions and offered a number of 
useful suggestions at the July 30 ses- 
sion. The meeting was chaired by 
William B. Macomber, Jr., Deputy 
Under Secretary for Administration, 
who is Vice Chairman of the Board. 

The Task Forces’ discussion with 


the inter-Departmental Board was an 
important step in the Department's 
effort to obtain the broadest possible 
range of views on the Task Forces’ 
reports before implementation begins. 

During the past weeks, briefings on 
the Task Forces’ draft reports have 
been held at all levels of the Depart- 
ment to familiarize the principal of- 
ficers and as many employees as pos- 
sible with the details of the proposals, 
and to obtain their comments. 

To obtain the views of personnel 
in the field, copies of the reports were 
sent to all Ambassadors in July under 
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a covering letter from the Under Sec- 
retary for Political Affairs, U. Alexis 
Johnson, then the Acting Secretary. 

Comments on the recommenda- 
tions received through this process of 
briefing and consultation are now be- 
ing analyzed carefully by the Task 
Forces before the reports are pub- 
lished in final form. An overview 
paper on the reports is being drafted.

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HALL HEADS SURVEY 


Officer Positions Will Be Reviewed 


Ambassador William O. Hall has 
been selected to head a Survey Team 
which will review all officer level posi- 
tions in the Department and overseas 
missions as a first essential step in 
implementing personnel reform rec- 
ommendations made by the Task 
Forces. 

Ambassador Hall has returned tem- 
porarily from his post in Ethiopia at 
the request of Deputy Under Secre- 
tary William B. Macomber, Jr., to 
lead a group of officers broadly se- 
lected for the effort from among offi- 
cers of the Department and Foreign 
Service. 

This survey will provide a pro- 
posed reclassification inventory on 
which further steps in personnel re- 
form can be based. Task Forces I 
and III, strongly supported by the 
American Foreign Service Associa- 
tion, concluded that this project is a 
fundamental building block for sub- 
sequent steps which will be taken to 
reshape the Department’s personnel 
structure. 

In examining all officer positions, 
the Survey Team will make three 
judgments about each. 

First, it will determine whether the 
position should be designated for 
eventual staffing by the Foreign Ser- 
vice Officer Corps or by a proposed 
parallel career system, primarily 
Washington-based, which would be 
staffed largely by Foreign Service 
Reserve Officers with unlimited ten- 
ure (FSRU’s). 

The second task will be to deter- 
mine in which functional cone the 
position belongs. 

The third critical task will be to 
establish the grade level appropriate 
to responsibility for the position. In 
making this determination the Sur- 
vey Team will be guided by the ap- 
proved general task force recommen- 
dation that every effort be made to 
assign more responsibility to middle 
and junior-grade officers in the career 
system. This recommendation as- 
sumes some reduction of classifica- 
tion levels throughout the Service. 

Deputy Under Secretary Macomber 
has approved the broad criteria for 
the Team to apply in carrying out 
these tasks. However, the Team will 
elaborate detailed guidelines for its 
work independently, based on these 
criteria, and will have wide latitude 
in carrying out the survey so as to 
achieve the general goals proposed by 
the various personnel task forces.

The Office of Personnel will pro- 
vide technical and logistical support 
for the Team’s work. Team members 
will consult with principal officers of 
the various bureaus in reaching their 
conclusions. 

Designation of all positions as 
FSO or FSRU is the first step re- 
quired to permit a final decision on 
Task Force III’s proposal that all 
officers in the Department of State 
eventually come under the Foreign 
Service Act. The goal of the pro- 
posal is to provide equitable treat- 
ment and comparable terms of em- 
ployment and service for all officers, 
now scattered among several different 
personnel systems. 

If the proposed program is ap- 
proved, detailed criteria for voluntary 
transfer of individuals from GS, FSR 
Limited, FSR-DES, and FSSO cate- 
gories to FSRU status will then be 
developed and publicized. In any 
event, full implementation of the 
FSRU system would require a num- 
ber of years to complete since no per- 
son will be forced to convert against 
his will. Designation of positions now 
by the Survey team will, however, fa- 
cilitate greatly the planning for the 
proposed conversion process.

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Open Forum Panels Stimulate Creative Ideas 


For months a small group of young 
officers—the Secretary’s Open Forum 
Panel—has been meeting once a 
week to discuss issues in foreign 
policy. 

In similar fashion, regional Open 
Forum Panels have been meeting 
regularly in the geographic and func- 
tional Bureaus. 

Both groups are carrying out Sec- 
retary Rogers’ mandate: 

“To assure that creative and inno- 
vative ideas, as well as thought-out 
dissent, are brought to my attention 
and to that of other senior officials 
in cases where they may not other- 
wise reach us through regular De- 
partment channels.” 

The Secretary is deeply interested 
in “maintaining an open institution of 
flexibility and imagination” in the 
Department. In his initial message to 
all employees on January 22, 1969, 
shortly after assuming office, he said 
that he hoped to lead a receptive and 
open establishment and to tap the 
creative ideas and energies of the 
Department. And he added: 

“I regard it of compelling impor- 
tance that we remain alert to better 
use of our resources so that different 
viewpoints are heard and creative 
ideas are brought out.” 

Several months later—on Septem- 
ber 29—he reaffirmed the mandate 
to the Open Forum Panel and en- 
dorsed its plans to initiate comparable 
units within the Bureaus. 

So over the months the Panels— 
both the Secretary’s and the regional 
groups—stimulated ideas, screened 
new ideas, generated more new ideas 
of their own. 

They’re still at it... . 

The Secretary’s Open Forum Panel 
also acts as a link between the policy 
levels of the Department and youth 
and other dissenting voices both in- 
side and outside State who feel that 
they are not adequately represented 
within the system. 

The Panel thus provides a forum 
for diverse opinion. 

If one wishes to present his view- 
point to the Secretary, through the 
Panel, he is cordially welcomed to 
do so. If he prefers to present his 
opinion in person he also is wel- 
comed to do so. If he has an idea 
which he thinks the Secretary might 
be interested in, he will get an at- 
tentive hearing. 

However, he can’t just barge in, 
so to speak. 


He must first summarize his views 
on paper so that members of the 
Secretary’s Panel have an opportunity 
to read and discuss them informally, 
around the table. 

Nor are the discussions confined 
to the conference room. 

Sometimes the Secretary’s Panel 
gathers in the homes of members for 
evening meetings. Here members of 
the foreign affairs community, includ- 
ing the press, faculty members, and 
Congressional staffers, are invited to 
speak on such topics as Viet-Nam, 
AID policy, and the management of 
the Department. 

The Panel also has invited De- 
partment officials including Richard 
F. Pedersen, Counselor of the De- 
partment, and John H. Burns, Di- 
rector General of the Foreign Ser- 
vice, to lecture on such matters as 
contacts with youth, the reorganized 
Junior Officer Program, and the as- 
signment of younger officers as For- 
eign Service Inspectors. 

The Panel has helped establish 
comparable panels in the geographic 
and functional Bureaus. The regional 
panels are serving the Assistant Sec- 
retaries. 

The Secretary’s group has given 
him a number of specific suggestions 
for improving the Department’s per- 
formance in such areas as public 
relations and Congressional relations, 
as well as certain policy areas relat- 
ing to Indochina. 

Both the Secretary’s Panel and the 
regional groups have contributed 
ideas and suggestions to the various 
Task Forces on Management. 

Since its establishment in May 
1967 by former Secretary Dean 
Rusk, the Open Forum Panel has 
screened over 140 ideas. It has passed 
on about 20 to the Secretary. 

The re-examination process of the 
various policies was generally found 
“stimulating and useful.” 

Most of the ideas had been thought 
of before (“Let’s recognize Commu- 
nist China”); some were old sugges- 
tions, now timely to reconsider 
(“Let’s remove the fiction of our re- 
lations with the Baltic states”); and 
some were genuinely new proposals 
(“Let’s set up a common Latin Amer- 
ican commercial information service 
as part of economic integration”). 

Some were controversial, dealing 
with sensitive topics, including Cam- 
bodia, and personnel staffing of the 
CORDS program (Civil Operations 


and Rural Development Support) in 
Viet-Nam). 

Currently, the Panels are working 
on a number of special projects. 
Among these is exploring with Mi- 
chael Collins, Assistant Secretary for 
Public Affairs, ways in which the 
Department can better communicate 
with the public and stimulate greater 
openness. 

The Panels have also worked with 
the Bureau of Public Affairs in plan- 
ning and directing the Scholar-Dip- 
lomat programs in the Bureau of Af- 
rican Affairs, the Bureau of Inter- 
American Affairs, and the Bureau of 
Near Eastern and South Asian Af- 
fairs. 

Members recently gave the Secre- 
tary some suggestions for improve- 
ment of Congressional relations, and 
are looking forward to assisting 
David M. Abshire, Assistant Secre- 
tary for Congressional Relations. 

In recent months some have met 
with students from the Fletcher 
School of Law and Diplomacy, who 
came for their annual Washington 
Seminar; the American University 
Washington Semester, Princeton Uni- 
versity, and other academic insti- 
tutions. 

Regional Open Forum Panels are 
carrying out special projects of their 
own. 

The Bureau of East Asian and 
Pacific Affairs’ Panel, for example, 
is cooperating with the faculty of the 
Georgetown University School of 
Foreign Service in conducting a polit- 
ical science course. That panel also 
held a number of evening discussions 
focusing on Indochina. 

The Bureau of European Affairs’ 
Panel assisted the Task Force on 
Creativity, headed by Chris Petrow, 
a Special Assistant to William B. 
Macomber, Jr., Deputy Under Sec- 
retary for Administration. 

And the Bureau of Inter-American 
Affairs’ Panel discussed many topics 
dealing with U.S. relations with 
Cuba. 

In all these varied activities the 
Panels are conducting their affairs 
as Secretary Rusk had envisioned 
months ago when he established the 
forum. 

“The Open Forum Panel’s chief

His two-week trip to the Far East 
and the United Kingdom was “on 
the whole . . . very successful,” Secre- 
tary Rogers reported to a news con- 
ference on July 15. 

The event-filled trip—which began 
on June 28—included consultations 
with President Nixon in San Cle- 
mente, Calif., on June 29; attendance 
as head of the U.S. Delegation at the 
15th SEATO Council Meeting in Ma- 
nila; discussions with Philippine Pres- 
ident Ferdinand E. Marcos and For- 
eign Minister Carlos P. Romulo; a 
meeting in South Viet-Nam with the 
Foreign Ministers of countries con- 
tributing troops to South Viet-Nam; 
and consultations with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, Foreign Minister 
Tran Van Lam and other Vietnam- 
ese Officials, and with Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker and _ General 
Creighton Abrams, on the situation 
in Viet-Nam and on the course of 
the Vietnamization policy. 

The Secretary also met with Prime 
Minister Eisaku Sato, Foreign Min- 
ister Kiichi Aichi and other Japanese 
Officials on various aspects of U.S. 
Japanese relations; attended a meet- 
ing on Southeast Asia on July 8-9; 
and held talks on July 11 and 12 in 
London with Foreign Minister Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home and other mem- 
bers of the new Government. 

Summarizing the SEATO meeting, 
Secretary Rogers told media repre- 
sentatives: 

“First, the SEATO meeting was 
successful; and there were two major 
developments, I would think. One, 
as you know, was the announcement 
by the new Government of the United 
Kingdom that their policies on Suez 
were changed and they would main- 
tain a presence east of Suez. . . 

“The other, I think, successful 
development was that we had a good 
deal of discussion about the Nixon 
Doctrine . . . I think that I was able 
to reassure them that the Nixon Doc- 
trine as announced in Guam, as im- 
plemented up to the present time and 
as it will be implemented in the 
future, is designed to merely reduce 
our military presence in some areas 
consistent with the realities, and not 

in any sense of the word is it a mani- 
festation of a lack of resolve er an 
indication that there will be any lack 
of support for the obligations that we 
have assumed under our treaties.”

400 Young Political Leaders Attend Foreign Policy Conference 


President Nixon in a special mes- 
sage praised the work of America’s 
young political leaders who gathered

Among the 400 participants from 
the 50 states—all of whom were 
under 40—were mayors, state legis- 
lators, state and national representa- 
tives of Young Republican and 
Young Democrat organizations, and 
the Board of Directors of the Ameri- 
can Council of Young Political 
Leaders. 

Highlights of the two-day meeting 
in the International Conference Room 
were talks by officials of the State and 
Defense Departments and a panel on 
the policy making process.

New Treaty Will Facilitate Protection of Industrial Property 


At the conclusion of the Washing- 
ton Diplomatic Conference on the 
Patent Cooperation Treaty, held at 
the Department from May 25 to 
June 19, Secretary Rogers stated that 
“the new Treaty will facilitate the 
protection of industrial property and 
will foster the inventiveness and inno- 
vative spirit that is necessary for 
economic progress.” 

“Tt will contribute,” he added, “to 
international trade and investment 
and it will bring benefits to the citi- 
zens of all our nations.” 

Seventy-seven Nations were repre- 
sented at the Conference. Fifty-five 
of these are member States of the 
Paris Union for the Protection of 
Industrial Property and were full 
participants in the Conference. The 
other States attended as observers. 

The Treaty was unanimously ap- 
proved by the member States of the 
Paris Union on June 17 and was 
signed on June 19 by 20 of these 
member States, including the United 
States. 

Eugene M. Braderman, Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of State for Com- 
mercial Affairs and Business Activi- 
ties, and William E. Schuyler, Jr., 
Commissioner of Patents, who were 
Co-Chairmen of the United States 
Delegation, signed the Treaty for the 
United States. 

Other Department officials on the 
U.S. Delegation were Harvey J. 
Winter, Chief, Business Practices Di- 


vision, as an Alternate Chairman, 
and Sylvia Nilsen, Deputy Assistant 
Legal Adviser for Treaty Affairs. 

A principal feature of the Treaty 
is a procedure permitting an appli- 
cant to file an international applica- 
tion in the patent office of his own 
country in an “agreed language,” 
which will be English in the case of 
Americans. The application will have 
a standard format acceptable in all 
member States and will include desig- 
nation of one or more member na- 
tions in which the applicant desires 
protection. 

At the time of filing, the interna- 
tional application will be subject to 
an international fee, but payment of 
national fees and translation expenses 
will be delayed until completion of 
international processing. An interna- 
tional search report will be prepared 
by one of a number of qualified 
international searching authorities, 
one of which probably will be the 
U.S. Patent Office. 

A copy of this report will be fur- 
nished to the applicant who may 
then wish to amend his application in 
view of the facts in the report. 

The United International Bureaux 
for the Protection of Intellectual 
Property in Geneva, as the Secre- 
tariat for the Treaty, will distribute 
to each State designated by the in- 
ventor copies of the international 
application, with amendments, and 
the search report. 


National processing, examination, 
and issuing of patents will then be 
up to each individual State under its 
national patent law. 

An advantage to the applicant is 
that he may defer payment of trans- 
lation costs and national fees up to 
20 months from the date he files his 
international application, eight months 
more than is now provided by the 
Paris Convention. With this addi- 
tional period and the international 
search report, the applicant should 
be able to better assess the potential 
of his invention before deciding to 
incur the major expenses of national 
processing in several foreign coun- 
tries. 

Use of the Patent Cooperation 
Treaty is optional in that an appli- 
cant may still go the national route 
and file an individual patent applica- 
tion in each country that he wishes 
to apply for a patent. 

Also optional and of principal in- 
terest to developing nations who do 
not have extensive patent searching 
facilities available is another phase 
of the Treaty which provides for 
preparation by one of the qualified 
examining authorities of an interna- 
tional preliminary examination report 
comprising an advisory opinion on 
the novelty, non-obviousness, and in- 
dustrial applicability of the claimed 
invention. 

States which lack sufficient re- 
sources to maintain well-staffed patent 
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offices capable of keeping pace with 
current world-wide technology, but 
which are attempting to increase their 
technology by developing a sound 
patent system to attract foreign capi- 
tal and know-how, may find this 
provision of particular benefit. 

A new Chapter was added to the 
Treaty at the Conference which 
should be of benefit to developing 
countries by providing technical in- 
formation with respect to published 
patents and patent applications. A 
Committee of Technical Assistance is 
also provided which is to organize 
and supervise technical assistance for 
developing countries to improve their 
patent offices. 

The Treaty will enter into force 
three months after eight States have 
ratified it, provided that at least four 
of the States each fulfill any of the 
following conditions: 


1. The number of applications 
filed in the State has exceeded 40,000 
according to the most recent annual 
statistics of the United International 
Bureaux for the Protection of Intel- 
lectual Property. 

2. Filed at least 1,000 applications 
in one foreign country according 
to the most recent annual statistics. 

3. The national Patent Office of 
the State has received at least 10,000 
applications from nations or residents 
of foreign countries according to the 
most recent annual statistics.

United States, Mexico Sign Artifacts Treaty 


The United States and Mexico 
signed a treaty of cooperation in 
Mexico City on July 17 which pro- 
vides for the recovery and return of 
stolen archaeological, historical and 
cultural properties. 

Signing for the United States was 
Ambassador Robert H. McBride. 
Foreign Minister Antonio Carrillo 
Flores of Mexico represented his 
country. 

The artifacts treaty pointed out 
that both countries are aware of the 
need “to halt the depredation of 
archeological sites and the illegal 
exportation of historical, cultural, 
and archeological treasures.” 

The treaty commits both parties to 
employ the legal means at their dis- 


posal to recover and return to the 
country of ownership historical, cul- 
tural and archeological properties of 
importance to their national patri- 
mony which have been stolen and 
removed from one country to the 
other. 

In addition, the treaty encourages 
serious archeological studies and pro- 
vides for the circulation in each coun- 
try of archeological and _ historical 
exhibitions from the other in order 
to promote mutual understanding of 
their artistic and cultural heritage. 

The treaty also permits legitimate 
commerce in art objects, in accor- 
dance with the laws and regulations 
which are designed to assure their 
conservation. 
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Emory Swank Named

President Nixon on July 14 an- 
nounced his intention to nominate 
Emory C. Swank, a career Foreign 
Service Officer, as the new U.S. Am-

Diplomats-in-Residence: Bridges to the Universities

—_ Foreign Service has a new chal- 
lenge. It is at home rather than 
abroad, in the American universities. 
Increasingly faculties and students are 
becoming alienated from the national 
government. Dissension and frustra- 
tion over United States foreign policy 
in Southeast Asia have led to loss of 
rapport with and confidence in the 
federal government and even to 
questioning the validity and viability 
of political institutions and processes. 
There is need to restore lines of com- 


munication between the government 
and the universities especially in the 
foreign policy field. There is need to 
restore confidence in government if 
representative government is to work. 

The intellectual community prob- 
ably does not reflect the majority view 
in the United States. But it is an im- 
portant minority. It is the nation’s 
chief resource for research, intellec- 
tual criticism and new ideas and new 
approaches to old problems. Among 
the seven millions of young people in 
the nation’s colleges and universities 
are the future leaders of America. 

The program for assigning senior 
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When the campus was on strike at the University of Rhode Island in May 1970. 


Foreign Service Officers as diplomats- 
in-residence to American colleges and 
universities is only six years old. It 
has run parallel with the increasing 
unrest, protest and politization on 
American campuses in recent years. 

It began as a modest program and 
has remained small. In six years 51 
senior officers have gone to a total 
of 65 colleges and universities. In 
the academic year 1969-70 there 
were ten; in 1970-71, the seventh 
year, there are to be six. 

Under this program, there have 
been diplomats-in-residence at about 
3 percent of the over 2000 colleges 
and universities in this country. The 
demand for them is much greater. 
About 110 applications from uni- 
versities are pending and unfulfilled. 
Most institutions which have had a 
resident diplomat would like to see 
his one year tour extended. Others 
which have been host to a visiting 
diplomat are now asking for another. 
In view of the need and the demand, 
the question arises whether the 
Foreign Service despite its small 
size and limited resources is doing 
enough. 


he small number of total assign- 

ments does not however disclose 
the full influence and impact of the 
senior Foreign Service Officers who 
have been assigned under this pro- 
gram. A diplomat in residence at one 
university will have invitations to 
visit, speak and meet with students 
and faculty at other colleges and uni- 
versities in the same and neighboring 
states. The 51 diplomats who have 
been resident at institutions in 35 
states will probably have visited

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once or more times at as many as 
400 colleges and universities through- 
out the nation. Thus the program 
has touched a substantial portion of 
the American academic community. 


The diplomat-in-residence pro- 
gram is not the only program the 
Department of State is using to try 
to bridge the gap in comunication, 
confidence and credibility between 
the government and the universities 
in the field of foreign policy. The 
scholar-diplomat seminars are a new 
approach which should be effective. 
The recent Senior Seminar college 
live-in was an imaginative idea. Both 
the government and the universities 
should be exploring all feasible ways 
to increase understanding and rap- 
port between them. The diplomat- 
in-residence is only one way. But it 
may be one of the most effective 
ways. 


ust because the diplomat is in resi- 

dence at a university he has the 
time and is in a position to reestab- 
lish comunication and to lay the 
ground for credibility on a personal 
basis with university students, faculty 
and administration. In the present 
atmosphere of suspicion, distrust and 
sometimes hostility towards a gov- 
ernment representative, this takes 
time. As a temporary member of a 
university faculty, he has the creden- 
tials to enter faculty meetings and 
classrooms. Eventually he can look 
forward to being accepted and heard 
as a member of a university com- 
munity as well as an official of gov- 
ernment. Free from bureaucratic re- 
quirements on the part of either the 
government or the university, he has 
the flexibility to shape his activities 
to his opportunities and the needs of 
the situation as he views them. His 
availability and accessibility will be 
assets. And he will have many and 
varied opportunities. 


It is difficult to generalize about 
the experiences of a diplomat-in-resi- 
dence for each is different. It will 
depend upon the university of assign- 
ment. In six years these have in- 
cluded public and private schools, 
large state universities and small lib- 
eral arts colleges, religious-affiliated 
and secular-oriented institutions. Size, 
college organization, faculty orienta- 
tion, curriculum, planning for future 
development will all affect the possi- 
bilities of the diplomat and the re- 
quests made of him. 
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On a warm day in April this class preferred the campus to regular quarters. 


His own interests and proclivities 
will also be important factors. He 
will have opportunities and receive 
requests to work with faculty com- 
mittees, help develop new study pro- 
grams, participate in lecture courses 
and seminars, meet with students in- 
dividually and in groups, speak to 
civic, community and professional 
organizations, give interviews to 
newspapers, appear on radio and tele- 
vision, advise administrators and 
faculty on problems with government 
and students on careers in public 
service. He will have to accommodate 
some requests because it is expected 
of him whether or not he is especially 
interested or peculiarly qualified. But 
he can welcome and develop activity 
in areas which he prefers in which 
he feels he can make the maximum 
contribution. 


The diplomat has his principal 
loyalty and obligation to his univer- 
sity of residence. From it he derives 
his academic status such as an ad- 
junct professor of political science. 
It provides faculty priviieges, office 
space, secretarial assistance. More 
important his chief opportunities will 
come from this primary university 
association. 


The diplomat-in-residence at my 
university was sponsored by a plan- 
ning 


committee on _ international 





studies. Intercollegiate and inter-dis- 
ciplinary, the committee made the 
diplomat an active member and at 
once provided him with acquaint- 
ances and entry into various colleges 
and departments. It publicized his 
presence on campus and his foreign 
service experience. It arranged for 
an interview with pictures in the 
widely-read re gional newspaper. 
From faculty on the committee came 
the first invitations to appear in col- 
lege classes with opportunities to 
meet students and have discussions 
with them. 


It my. view a diplomat in residence 

on a university campus should re- 
main a diplomat; he should not try 
to be a professor. His only special and 
possibly unique contribution is his 
Foreign Service experience. If he 
sticks to talking about what he has 
done or seen in Foreign Service, he is 
on safe ground. On this basis he 
speaks with the authority of experi- 
ence or first hand observation. His 
participation on this basis in the uni- 
versity curriculum and other activi- 
ties will be welcome. And on this 
basis he is likely to be most effective. 

Classroom opportunities will most 
likely be in political science, history, 
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international relations. But other pos- 
sibilities are not excluded. All classes 
of sophomores in military science 
were combined for two lectures by 
me on foreign policy formulation and 
diplomacy as an instrument of na- 
tional policy. I spoke on Foreign 
Service and on international educa- 
tional exchange to a class of gradu- 
ate students in education. At an 
upperclass course in international 
marketing in business administration, 
I described the services provided to 
American business and businessmen 
by the diplomatic and consular ser- 
vice. 

One invitation to course partici- 
pation leads to others. The request 
may be general, to discuss the formu- 
lation of foreign policy, the organiza- 
tion and functioning of the foreign 
affairs agencies, the operations of a 
diplomatic mission. The request may 
be more specific, to discuss areas of 
foreign relations or aspects of foreign 
policy in which the diplomat has been 
involved. Since my more recent For- 
eign Service experience has been in 
the NATO area including Portugal 
and Portuguese Africa, I often dealt 
with those subjects. My experience in 
Latin America especially with the Al- 
liance for Progress and in Castro 
Cuba also evoked interest. My brief 
association with Adlai Stevenson at 
the UN also received notice. I drew 
on my experience in all these areas 
when discussing how the government 
operates in foreign relations and how 
foreign policy develops and is exe- 
cuted. 


These classroom presentations and 
discussions with students gave me a 
chance to fill out and sometimes cor- 
rect factual impressions. They also 
provided opportunities to come to 
grips with sometimes naive and often 
mistaken assumptions about U.S. 
foreign policy objectives as well as 
U.S. capacity to influence develop- 
ments in international relations. 


Invitations to course participation 
on one campus led to invitations from 
other campuses usually as the result 
of a faculty member recommending 
the diplomat to a friend or former 
associate or student on another cam- 
pus. Upon invitation I made a dozen 
visits to other colleges and univer- 
sities in and near Rhode Island. Two 
of the most productive from my 
viewpoint were in May 1970 when 
most campuses including my own 
were on strike over Cambodia and 
Kent State. 


Though a diplomat - in - residence 
should hold himself out as a diplomat,

he is for an academic year a member 
of a university faculty. If he has not 
been before in the academic world 
except in his youth as a student, it 
will be an educational experience to 
attend faculty meetings, to observe 
how a university governs itself and 
to study the interplay between stu- 
dents, faculty and administration. 
Faculty meeting is a good place to 
observe university attitudes. Fall 
1969 and spring 1970 were good 
times to watch changing university 
attitudes towards the government and 
its handling of important foreign and 
domestic policy issues. 


a university and especially the 
faculty expect that respect will be 
shown for academic processes and 
principles, and in particular academic 
freedom. If in addition to respect, 
the visiting diplomat shows genuine 
interest, he is repaid with cordiality 
and opportunities to join in and 
participate. After I had attended 
Faculty Senate meetings regularly as 
a most interested observer, the Senate 
invited me to serve on its Honors 
Program Committee. This brought 
opportunities to meet outstanding 
professors and honor students as well 
as to follow closely the honors collo- 
quium of distinguished lectures. The 
diplomat-in-residence was in a posi- 
tion to join in selecting the subject 
for the 1970-71 honors colloquium— 
youth, politics and change—and the 
designation of a faculty member to 
coordinate the program. 

The main job of the diplomat-in- 
residence is academic relations. He 
has also important and stimulating 
opportunities in public relations. He 
will have many invitations from 
groups of citizens with or without 
university associations to be a guest

speaker. Invitations will come from 
Rotary Clubs, men’s clubs, women’s 
clubs, business and professional or- 
ganizations, church groups. They will 
leave the topic to him and will not 
usually insist or expect him to deal 
with controversial foreign policy 
issues, although a public forum may 
meet on a foreign policy issue of 
passionate concern and request his 
participation. 

Generally these groups are in- 
terested in seeing what an American 
diplomat looks like and hearing what 
he has to say about his profession. 
He may be the first American diplo- 
mat they have met and they may 
have little awareness of what the 
Foreign Service is or does. 


It is heart-warming to have a 
cordial welcome and earnest atten- 
tion from fellow citizens who show 
their sincere interest by holding you 
for questions long after your formal 
remarks. These are chances to make 
friends for the public service. The 
diplomat can also strike a blow for 
better appreciation of the complexi- 
ties of foreign relations and of the 
need for responsible as well as re- 
sponsive foreign policies. 

The principal challenge to a dip- 
lomat-in-residence is to _ establish 
communication and a measure of 
rapport with those faculty and stu- 
dents most critical of U.S. foreign 
policy. The number at the university 
seriously concerned about questions 
of foreign policy increased greatly 
after the Cambodian intervention and 
for the first time on many campuses 
including my own, included most of 
the hitherto silent, uninvolved mod- 
erates. But from the first the critical, 
activist, articulate minority included 
the most stimulating campus ele- 
ments, the most influential instruc- 
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tors, the student leaders on campus 
who were probably most likely to 
become national leaders. 


The diplomat-in-residence might 
well evaluate his effectiveness based 
on his success in getting across to 
these critical faculty members and 
students. Any success will not come 
early or easily but there is no reason 
why he should not achieve some suc- 
cess during an academic year. He 
need not retreat from fact or princi- 
ple or accept their assumptions and 
conclusions to achieve it, although 
he will be impressed favorably by the 
idealism, high moral standards and 
probing questions he will often en- 
counter. But he must be willing to 
listen, to reason objectively, to be 
honest and try to answer hard ques- 
tions. In doing so he can change the 
image of what a diplomat is. He can 
begin to restore credibility in a 
representative of government on a 
personal basis. 


Academic year 1969-70 was a 
tough year for diplomats-in-residence. 
It began with the moratorium and 
peace marches; it ended with campus 
strikes, teach-ins and a student dia- 
logue with Congress and the voters. 
Yet it was a year of increased op- 
portunities for diplomats-in-residence 
—opportunities to understand, op- 
portunities to influence university 
attitudes. 


Despite the increase of campus 
concern and frustration, my univer- 
sity regrets it will not have a diplo- 
mat-in-residence in 1970-71. Friend- 
ships with activist professors stood 
the strains of Cambodia and Kent 
State and the ensuing campus strike 
and kept open communications. Dur- 
ing the strike students, including some 
most upset and concerned about 
foreign policy direction, still con- 
tinued to drop by to discuss with the 
diplomat-in-residence careers in pub- 
lic including foreign service. 


Despite some opposition from the 
extreme left, the university commu- 
nity generally, including strong critics 
of U.S. foreign policy, welcomed the 
presence on campus of an articulate 
spokesman for government and a 
resource for information about gov- 
ernment as it actually operates in 
foreign affairs. Hopefully the con- 
tinuing presence of diplomats-in-resi- 
dence on American college and uni- 
versity campuses will help students 
and faculty to come to regard our 
government as their government 
rather than as “that government.”

Two areas of the Department—the 
Bureau of International Scientific and 
Technological Affairs and the Office 
of Congressional Relations—attained

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Embassy Gives July 4 Fund for Flood Relief 


BUCHAREST — American Am- 
bassador Leonard C. Meeker pre- 
sented a check for $1,000 to Anton 
Moisescu, President of the Romanian 
Red Cross during a brief ceremony 
at Romanian Red Cross Headquarters 
here on July 6. 

This contribution, representing the 
cost of the Ambassador’s traditional 
Fourth of July party which was not 
held this year, follows some earlier 
announced and much larger contri- 
butions by the United States Govern- 





ment for Romanian flood relief. 

Initial American Red Cross and 
government airlifts of tents, blankets 
and medicines totalled $325,000; 
later 2.4 million dollars in wheat flour, 
nonfat dry milk and vegetable oil was 
donated by the United States through 
the World Food Program. Finally 
President Nixon announced that an 
additional 8.5 million dollars in aid 
was being placed at Romania’s dis- 
posal, bringing the total aid to more 
than 11 million dollars.

Selection Boards Begin Review 


The Seventh Foreign Service Staff 
Officer Selection Boards convened on 
July 21 to review more than 1,400 
personnel files and to recommend 
officers for promotion. 

Members are studying the per- 
formance records of all Foreign Ser- 
vice Staff personnel in classes FSSO-6 
and above who are available for 
worldwide service, with the exception 
of secretaries and personnel under 
the Junior Foreign Service Staff Offi- 
cer Program. 

The Boards are also reviewing the 
records—separately—of Staff officers 
in classes FSSO-6 and above who are 
designated Departmental Employee 
Standards (DES). 

Precepts for the 1970 Boards were 
outlined in Foreign Affairs Manual 
Circulars 561 (July 1) and 564 
(July 29). 

All Foreign Service Staff Officers 
of classes 2 through 6 who had one 
year in class as of July 21 are eligible 
for promotion. The time-in-class re- 
quirement was approved by William 
B. Macomber, Jr., Deputy Under 
Secretary for Administration. 

Officers formerly considered for 
promotion by the technical Board will 
be reviewed this year by the four 
functional Boards. These officers will 
continue to be rated separately within 
their own functional specialties.

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UNIVERSITY PROGRAM 


FSI Will Sponsor 


The Extension Studies Program of 
the Foreign Service Institute (FSI) is 
inaugurating the fall 1970 semester of 
the University After-Hours Study 
Program. The purpose of this pro- 
gram is to provide employees with 
training which will increase their 
usefulness to the Department. 

Under the program, employees 
may apply for FSI sponsorship of 
evening courses offered by accredited 
universities located near their post 
of assignment. In the Washington 
area, courses may be taken at the 
American University, Catholic Uni- 
versity, Georgetown University, The 
George Washington University, How- 
ard University, Southeastern Uni- 
versity, University of Maryland, Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Graduate School, 
etc. 

Under special circumstances, 
courses may be taken during work 
hours, if approved by the employee’s 
supervisor and Bureau Director, pro- 
vided the time away from work is 
made up so that the work week does 
not go below 40 hours. 

To the extent that funds permit, 
the Department will pay full tuition 
for all approved courses. Application 
fees and costs of books must be paid 
by the student. Applications may be 
made, for example, for job-related 
courses in economics, labor, admin- 
istration, history, international law 
and relations, area studies, political 
science, accounting, management, 
and related fields. This program does 
not sponsor language training. 

In general, officer-level personnel 
may apply for sponsorship of job or 
career related courses, whereas only 
job-related courses are approved for 
staff-level personnel (i.e., political 
science for a Foreign Service Officer; 
accounting for an accountant). How- 
ever, if career-related training for 
staff-level personnel appears to be in 
the interest of the Department, ex- 
ceptions may be made. 

Proposed study must be approved 
by the employee’s supervisor and 
Executive Director or his designated 
representative. Guidance on individ- 
ual courses or programs of study may 
be obtained from the Extension 
Studies Program, FSI. All courses 
must be taken for credit. Students 
who withdraw after enrollment for 
other than officially approved rea-

sons, or who fail to complete a course 
with a grade of “C” or above, will 
be required to pay the cost of the 
course. 

Application for sponsorship forms 
are available in each Bureau Execu- 
tive Office, the Foreign Service 
Lounge, and the Admissions Office 
of the Foreign Service Institute. Ap- 
plicants are responsible for finding 
out the university requirements for 
admission and registration and for 
meeting these requirements. 

All applicants for FSI sponsorship 
for the fall session must be received 
at the Foreign Service Institute no 
later than three weeks prior to the 
university registration dates. Each 
applicant will be advised by FSI of 
the action taken on his request.

Written examinations for career 











appointments as Foreign Service Offi- 
cers and Foreign Service Information 
Officers in classes 7 and 8 will be 
held on December 5. 

A Foreign Affairs Manual Circular 
(State FAMC-563, USIA Circ. 364D 
and 367F, July 8) recently outlined 
the procedures for appointment. 

Lasting a full day, the joint exam- 
ination will be given in approximately 
290 cities throughout the United 
States and at U.S. diplomatic and 
consular posts abroad. ‘ 

Applicants must indicate whether 
they are applying for appointments 
in State or USIA.

Department applicants must also 
indicate their preference for one of 
the four functional specializations— 
administration, consular affairs, 
economic/commercial, or political. 
Competition for appointment will be 
conducted separately within each of 
these categories. 

The written examination will con- 
sist of three parts—General Ability, 
English Expression, and General 
Background. 

Applicants must be at least 21 
and under 31 as of the date of the 
written examination. However, a per- 
son 20 years of age may be exam- 
ined if he has successfully completed 





his junior year in college. 

Candidates who pass the written 
examination must also pass an oral 
examination, a background check, 
and a medical examination. A final 
review will then be made of the 
candidate’s overall qualifications. 

All candidates must be “fully avail- 
able” for service anywhere in the 
world. 

Persons interested in the 1970 ex- 
amination for FSOs and FSIOs must 
file Application Form DSP-24. The 
completed form should be mailed to 
the Board of Examiners, Department 
of State, Washington, D.C. 20520, 
postmarked no later than October 23.

New FSOs Have Good Credentials 


The 103 new officers who joined 
the Foreign Service during the past 
fiscal year came from 33 states and 
the District of Columbia—and repre- 
sented 64 undergraduate colleges and 
universities throughout the United 
States. 

Sixty-one entered with graduate 
degrees, earned at 45 graduate 
schools. 

These were some of the facts re- 
vealed in a year-end report to Howard 
P. Mace, Deputy Director General of 
the Foreign Service and Director of 
Personnel, by John H. Stutesman, Jr., 
Deputy Director of Personnel for Re- 
cruitment. 

“The wide diversity of the under- 
graduate and graduate schools at- 
tended shows that the Service is still 
obtaining officers from an extremely 
widespread educational background,” 
Mr. Stutesman pointed out. 

Of the 103 young diplomats, 96 
are men. 

Fifty-eight of the new appointees 
are single; 45 are married. 

Forty-three served with the mili- 
tary. Twenty are former Peace Corps 
Volunteers. 

Six of the officers agreed to spend 
their first tour of duty with AID in 
the CORDS (Civil Operations and 
Rural Development Support) Pro- 
gram in Viet-Nam. 

The junior officers range from 22 
to 33. The average age is 26.2. 

Among the 61 graduate degrees 
they hold are 43 Master of Arts, five 
Master of Business Administration, 
two Master of International Affairs, 
and one each of the following: 

Master of Arts in Foreign Service, 
Master of International Service, Mas- 
ter of Public Affairs, and Master of 
Science. Five have law degrees and 
two have completed all work for the 
Ph.D. degree except writing their 
thesis. 

Dartmouth College—with 10 alum- 
ni—led the undergraduate schools. 

American University, with seven, 
was second. In close order were Stan- 
ford and Yale, four; Columbia, 
Georgetown and University of Texas, 
three; and with two each, Boston, 
Bowdoin, Brown, Harvard, Indiana, 
Princeton, Tufts, University of Cali- 
fornia, University of Florida and Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

Each of the following undergrad- 
uate schools had one representative: 

Bethel, California State, Carleton, 
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Chicago, CCNY, Cornell, Denison, 
Dickinson, Harpur College, Johns 
Hopkins, Lawrence, Long Island, 
MIT, Marquette, Miami, Northwest- 
ern, Notre Dame, North Texas State, 
Oberlin, Occidental, Oklahoma State, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, Queens, SMU, 
Seattle, Smith, Southern Illinois, 
Temple, Texas Tech, Trinity, Tulane, 
UCLA, University of Denver, Uni- 
versity of Hartford, University of New 
Mexico, University of North Carolina, 
University of Rhode Island, Univer- 
sity of Vermont, Utah, Valparaiso, 
Virginia, Washington State, Wheel- 
ing, Williams and Wellesley. 

Officers majored in 31 different 
fields of study ranging from Account- 
ing to Spanish Literature. Political 
Science was the most popular under- 
graduate major, with 24. History was 
second, with 20. Government was 
third, with 13. 

Others which ranked high were 
International Relations, 8; Econom- 
ics, 5; and Philosophy, 3. 

Columbia University led the grad- 
uate schools, with 10 alumni. George- 
town was second, with 7, and Johns 
Hopkins School of Advanced Inter- 
national Studies was closely behind 
with 5. American University, the 
University of Florida, Syracuse Uni- 
versity, and the University of Chicago 
had 3 each. 

Other graduate schools attended 
by the young officers were Boston, 
Brooklyn, California, University of 
California (2), Claremont, Concor- 
dia, Cornell, Fletcher (2), George 
Washington (2), Harvard, Indiana 
(2), London School of Economics 
(2), Marquette, Monterrey Institute 
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of Foreign Studies, Minnesota, Ma- 
drid/New York University, Northern 
Illinois, Northwestern, New York 
University (2), Ohio State, Penn 
State, State University of New York, 
Rutgers, Stanford, Texas (2), Texas 
Tech, Trinity College, USC, Univer- 
sity of Denver, University of Massa- 
chusetts, University of Michigan (2), 
University of Nebraska, University of 
Virginia, University of Wisconsin (2), 
University of Wyoming, Universidad 
Nacional (Bogota, Colombia), Van- 
derbilt and Yale. 

International Relations was the 
popular graduate major, with 16. 
Next in order were Political Science, 
with 14; History, with 9; Government, 
with 7; Law, with 5; and Economics, 
with 4. Other graduate majors ranged 
from Agricultural Economics to The- 
ology. 

Only four members did not have 
foreign language studies. But the 
others made up for them. 


Among their languages are Chi- 
nese, Czech, French, German, Hindi, 
Indonesian, Italian, Japanese, Lao- 
tian, Latin, Malay, Nepali, Persian, 
Portuguese, Russian, Spanish, Thai, 
Twi and Vietnamese. 

One officer is fluent in four lan- 
guages—Spanish, French, Portuguese 
and Italian. Several can speak three.

The Agency for International De- 
velopment has authorized a loan 
making available $10 million for the 
newly-founded Caribbean Develop- 
ment Bank. The loan funds will help 
the Bank accelerate the economic 
development of its 16 member States 
and Territories in the Caribbean area 
with a total population of about 5 
million people.

FSOs Win Commendations for Language Proficiency 


Over 400 Foreign Service officers will soon receive 
language proficiency commendations for attaining the 
Department’s objective of S-4/R-4 proficiency in one 
language and at least S-3/R-3 in a second. 


(According to the definitions of language proficiency; 
the rating of “3” indicates minimum professional profi- 
ciency, a “4” indicates the specialist level, and a “S” 
rating indicates educated bilingual competency. The “S” 
stands for the spoken language proficiency; the “R” for 
reading proficiency. ) 


The Departmental objectives were established in rec- 
ognition of the fact that knowing how to work effectively 
in a foreign culture is the most distinctive characteristic 
of the Foreign Service professional; and further, that 
knowledge of foreign languages is an indispensable at- 
tribute of that effectiveness. 

Past experience has shown that an officer’s value to 
the Service increases immeasurably when he has attained 
an S-4/R-4 command of a language. More and more 
officers are now achieving a two-language capability, and 
it is the Department’s long-range goal that every officer 
acquire at least S-3/R-3 proficiency in two languages 
before reaching the senior level. 

Closely related to the long-range goal is an immediate 
aim which has been reinforced by the Congressional 
policy statement “that Chiefs of Mission and Foreign 
Service officers . . . shall have, to the maximum prac- 
ticable extent, among their qualifications, a useful knowl- 
edge of the principal language or dialect of the country 
in which they are to serve.” 

CA-824, February 11, 1970, announced a new re- 
quirement for mandatory language testing of Foreign 
Service officers. The procedure for commendation is 
designed to complement the mandatory testing program. 

Listed below are those officers who by actual FSI 
testing through June 30 have been certified as two- 
language qualified and for each of whom a document of 
commendation will be placed in the performance file. 

Officers whose names do not appear on the list but 
who believe they qualify for certification should contact 
FSI and arrange for the necessary testing or correction 
of records.

More Federal Employees 
Buy Optional Insurance 


Many Federal employees found the 
new and lower premium rates for 
optional life insurance attractive dur- 
ing the open season held in March, 
the Civil Service Commission recently 
announced. The optional insurance 
is offered under the Federal Employ- 
ees’ Group Life Insurance program. 

Enrollment for the $10,000 addi- 
tional insurance increased from 284,- 
000 to 470,000—a 65 percent in- 
crease resulting in 18.5 percent of 
all eligible employees now being cov- 
ered by it. Counting annuitants who 
took the insurance as employees when 
it was first offered in 1968 and have 
carried it into retirement, total enroll- 
ment is 488,000. The March open 
season is the first held since the in- 
surance was originally offered.
